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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed on 1 8 August 201 0 lias been entered and considered by 
the examiner. 

2. Claims 1-33 are allowable. The restriction requirement between Species l-X, as 
set forth in the Office action mailed on 28 October 2008, has been reconsidered in view 
of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Claim 7-8 and 1 1-30, directed to Species I and 
Species lll-X are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) require 
all the limitations of an allowable claim (claim 1). 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .

This rejoining of claims was requested in Applicant's Remarks (page 9) filed 25 
August 2010 in addition to page Applicant's Remarks (page 10) of the Response to 
Election/Restriction filed 26 November 2008. 

3. Ohno (previously cited Prior Art US 5,825,1 24) discloses wherein "each of the 
plural kinds of phosphors of the light emitting tubes has a different luminance response 
with respect to the luminance response of another of the plural kinds of phosphors" (col. 
2, lines 10-22; Figs 2-6) as well as the previously cited teaching of the phosphor rise 
and fall times being substantially equal (see Office Action filed 5/25/2020). However, 
Ohno nor any other cited prior art discloses a "light source drive circuit controls a 
luminance factor... of one phosphor.. .so as to be substantially equal to that of light from 
any other phosphor".
